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Sao Paulo is 
Aussie-bound?

THE AUSTRALIAN Soccer Federation is hoping to 
entice the South American champions to Australia. 

The ASF are in the stage of advanced negotiations with Sao 
Paulo Futebol Clube. 

Sao Paulo are the current South American champions after 
accounting for Newell’s Old Boys of Argentina in the Copa 
Libertadores’ two-legged final in June. 

The ASF hopes to induce Sao Paulo to visit after the 
Toyote Cup on December 13. 

Sao Paulo will meet European Champions’ Cup winners 
Barcelona tor the unofficial Intercontinental club champion- 
ship of the world, 

This paper has been suggesting for years that Toyota Cup 
teams should include Australia on their itinerary when they 
travel 10 Japan. 

We welcome the ASF’s initiative and hope something will 
come of it as Sao Paulo would be real crowd-pleasers. 


They are coached by none other than the great Tele 
Santana, manger of Brazil's 1982 and ‘86 World Cup 
campaigns. 

Crowned Brazilian champions in 1991, Sao Paulo 
dominated the 1992 Copa Libertadores and were the class 
team of the event. 

Their side is packed with Brazilian internationals 
including the current national team captain, 27 year-old 
midfielder Rai, who is Socrates’ brother. 

Sao Paulo's other internationals are fullbacks Antonio 
Carlos and Cafu, central defender Ronaldo, and strikers 
Elivelton and the well known Muller, back in Brazil after a 
‘couple of seasons in Italy with Torino. 

The ASF is also negotiating with the United States 
national team to spar with the Socceroos. 

Chances are they will play a couple of games in Australia 
in May, just before the Worid Cup. 
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‘STRIKER’, a smiling dog with a nose for 
goals, was. chosen as the official mascot for 
the 1994 World Cup Finals in the USA, 


“Striker is the player in the team who 
always gets the job done and who can be 
counted on to take the ball, score and excite 
the crowd,” Organising Committee Vice 
President Jim Trecker said as he announced 
the choice.

Dobson was always looking 
down the barrel and hoping the 
chamber wasn't loaded. 

In December last year he took 
over a crash-diving Preston 
team and did his job with dignity. 

Less than 12 months later 
Dobson was ditched in favour of 
former Socceroo Oscar Crino, 
just two days after the Preston 
committee had confirmed his 
continuation in the job. 

He'd heard the speculation 
and taken it in his stride. 

“I'm doing the best | can and if 
the committee thinks someone 
else can do the job better, it's up 
to them”, he said just days 
before his sacking. 

That was prior to a late night 
‘executive board meeting’ called 
by club officials to decide his 
fate. 

Less than 24 hours later he 
was told - by car phone and on 
his way to training - that his 
services were terminated. 

Admittedly, results weren't 
good. 

Preston went 0-0-3 to start the 
year and Dobson was, after all, 
in charge - albeit only for the 
latter portion of the year - as the 
club crashed to its first CCSL 
wooden spoon last season. 


But let’s clear the air on this 
one 

It was not Dobson's fault that 
Preston was an economy class 
team when he took charge last 
year, not was it his fault that the 
club had started the new year 
minus four penalty points. 

And it was certainly not 
Dobson’s fault that he had less 
than 60 percent of his playing 
staff involved in pre-season, or 
that the club's prize overseas 
recruits had been dumped on 
him virtually sight un-seen two 
weeks into the campaign. 

Dobscn was simply putting a 
confusing jigsaw in place, the 
pieces having been strewn about 
by both past and present 
administration. 

OK, maybe the bloke can't 
coach. 

But he should have been given 
four or five weeks to fit the new 
boys and the old boys together 
in some sort of working order. 

Club vice-president Chris 
Jankulovski had publicly 
admitted that administration 
should shoulder some of the 
blame _for Preston's 
predicament.

We wish Crino well in what is 
shaping as the toughest job in 
the CCSL. 

After four rounds Preston is 
already - thanks to its penalty 
points - three games clear at the 
foot of the ladder. 

Crino, who is hoping to make a 
footballing comeback after 
serious injury later this season 
has grand visions. 

“| want to establish a system 
of soccer that we're capable of 
playing”, he said on his 
appointment. 

“It will be more up to date 
than most other clubs and will 
involve a lot more football, 
rather than relying on things to 
happen”. 

There was little of the new 
system in Preston's first game 
under Crino, a 1-1 draw at South 
Melbourne. 

Five of his players were

BORN TO BE CONTROVERSIAL!

Mr Souness’ words were very bad and insulting so we have no option but to take strong measures in 
order to prevent similar actions by other couches — because he should be an example to his team. 

He had started 
even before the penalty incident, and the sending off!" 

‘The ban does not apply to Premier League matches. A Football Association spokeswoman said: 
“tis a UEFA ban governing their competitions and we will not be getting involved." 

If Liverpool is knocked out this week — it lost the first leg 4-2 — the ban will remain with 
Souness until he retums to European action. 

‘The Anfield boss is no stranger to disciplinary hearings and was previously banished from the 
touchline when he managed Glasgow Rangers,
